which had first contracted with the 
council for

people assert

concluded a contract with the coun­ 
cil for the bonds and that later the 
Council contracted with the Suther­ 
land company in the same manner, 
without regard to *previous contract 
and evidently 
for ‘ th o rn ily 
reason 
that the latter company offered $2,- 
000 more money. The friends of the I 
Greer company,.,desire it- express d| 
that 
the judgment of 
the 
District 
Court did not in any way reflect on 
the 
integrity of 
its 
contract 
with 
the city more than on the contract 
with 
the 
Sutherland 
Company, 
for 
the court 
ruled that 
any contract 
was void between the city and bond 
company, except the city treasurer 
should have concluded the sale ac­ 
cording to law.
